dition discussed nations and states- 
men and other kindred topics with de- 
cision. 


"The world needs guidance," said 


Dr. Cadman.

States. France took a man 'totter- 
ing on the grave for her 
"tiger."

THE PROHIBITION PUZZLE: 


The average citizen cannot be blamed 


for becoming somewhat bewildered at 
the number and variety of court decisions 
and opinions, and legislative enactments 
concerning the recent prohibition amend- 
ment. It is unfortunate that the rights of' 
the contesting parties could not be sub- 
mitted immediately to the federal su- 
preme court, in whom all have confi- 
dence. and whose opinion is final, instead 
of presenting the matter to various inter- 
mediate courts throughout the country, 
whose, opinions may conflict. 


"We do not think thai there are as many 


entanglements as would appear upon the 
surface. The prohibition amendment 
provides "the manufacture, sale or trans- 
porla lion of intoxicating liquors . . . . 
is hereby prohibited." That is the exact 
language of the amendment; but the 
amendment went further and provided 
"Congress and the several states shall 
have concurrent power to enforce this 
article by appropriate legislation.*' 


It is to be noted that the states are 


given power only to enforce the amend- 
ment. Legislation', by the several states, 
authorizing the sale of beer with a high 
enough percentage of alcohol to make it 
inloxicaling, is clearly .-against the lan- 
guage of the amendment. That would not 
be enforcing, but nullifying it. On the 
other hand, it is1 claimed that beer con- 
taining 21/-; per cent of alcohol is not in- 
toxicating. Whether this be true is a mat- 
ter of fact which we assume is demon- 
strable. The legislature of Wisconsin au- 
thorized the manufacture of beer con- 
taining 2*/2 per cent presumably because 
beer with that percentage of alcohol is 
not intoxicating. Congress, on the other 
hand, enacted a measure prohibiting the 
manufacture or sale of beer containing 
more than one-half of one per cent of al- 
cohol. Judge Gcigcr, in the recent deci- 
sion which he filed at Milwaukee, decided 
that in so doing, congress overstepped the 
bo*unds of the prohibition amendment, 
conceding that beer 'containing 2]/> per 
cent of alcohol is non-intoxicating. It re- 
mains for the federal supreme court to 
determine whether' or not, if beer con- 
taining iy> per. cent of alcohol is iion-in- 
loxicating, ' congress can. nevertheless, 


~ prevent its manufacture under the pro- 


hibition amendment. 


This is not written as a technical dis- 


cussion of the legal principles involved, 
but we venture tlic opinion that if 2J/> 
per cent beer is not, as ^ mailer, of fact, 
intoxicating, it'docs'rioT violate the coii- 
slilulional amendment which prohibits 
only "intoxicating liquors."- 


The purpose of ;tlie prohibition amend- 


ment has always-been clear. It Ayas enact- 
ed to prevent men from partaking of 
drinks which -were known to benumb' the 
senses, distort the judgment, and thus in- 
jure the partaljcr^ mentally and physical- 
ly. Having become a part of the organic 
law of the country, we have no doubt that 
it will be enforced in good faith, to the 
end that Uie evils sought to be removed 
will, in facl, be removed. 


At the same lime we must await, in 


patience, the settlement by the federal. 
supreme courl, of conflicting opinions 
concerning the interpretation and en- 
forcement of the law. That the decision 
of that court will be both practical and " 
sensible, we have no doubt. 


menl in Europe would cease to exist if 
the Bolsheviki were allowed to work ' 
their will in Russia. But. the more Rol-; 
shevism triumphed in Russia, the less has 
Europe's peace been threatened by an- 
archy. 


The hardest thing in the world to rec- 


ognize is an accomplished facl that dis- 
turbs a previous opinion. It has been 
hard for the Bolsheviki to recognize that 
the rest of the world isn't going to adopt - 
the soviet form of government. It has 
been equally hard for the rest of the 
world to recognize that the Russian peo- 
ple want lo continue- their experiment 
Avilh soviet rule.

But, the Bolsheviki at last are express- 


ing a willingness lo trade with middle- 
class countries and capitalists. At the 
same lime, the allies are preparing lo rec- 
ognize Ihe Moscow government when 
proof is forthcoming that the Bolsheviki 
have ceased lo govern by terror. The 
proof is at hand. Russian dispatches have 
shown no terrorist-news for a long time. 


Russia and Ihc rest of the world, there- 


fore, arc soon lo enter into new relations. 
Each will let the other alone, politically. 
On that normal basis of international in- 
tercourse each can supply the other's ma- 
terial needs with advantage to all con- 
cerned.
